The very mention of Wilf 
Carter elicits a reverence 
reserved for very few in the 
world of country music. 

Carter is a country music 
singer, songwriter and yodell- 
er whose legendary status has 
been enhanced as, an RCA 
Victor recording artist for 58 
years. Since his first 78 rpm 
recording ‘in 1933, “‘Swiss 
Moonlight Lullaby/The 
Capture of Albert Johnson,” — 
the trail has been a long and 
successful one. But 1991 sees 
this 87-year-old singing cowboy 
giving his ‘“‘Last Roundup 

our’’ public performances. 

The roundup tour includes a 
performance at the Lakefield 
Arena Saturday, May lith. 

Born December 18th, 1904 in 
Port Hilford, Nova Scotia, 
Carter was inspired at an early 
age by the performance of a 
Swiss yodeller passing through 
town to develop his own unique 
‘‘three-in-one’’ or ‘‘echo’’ 
yodel. By 1930, Carter had 
made his way out west and was 
perror aay weekly for a 
Calgary radio station. 


A radio audition in New York 
resulted in a contract with CBS 
to broadcast the Wilf Carter 
Show. It was during this time 
that a New York secretary, 
typing the lyrics to his song, 
“A Cowboy’s High-Toned 
Dance,’ asked him, ‘‘What_ 
name do I put on it?” 

‘“‘Anyone’ll do,”’ replied Wilf. 
Her choice--Montana Slim-- 
became the name by which he 
is still known to millions of 
Americans today. Fans in the 
U.S. readily identify with that 
name while Canadians know 
him better as Wilf Carter. 

By the 19608, Wilf began 
limiting his godt to 20 
a year and this year’s “Last 
Roundup Tour’* is the final 
opportunity for Carter fans to 
see him in concert. Wilf will be 
accompanied by world fiddle 
champion Graham Townsend 
and the Howard Hayes Band. -

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Canadian Tire exec calls plaza ‘long term solution’

The following is a letter from 
the Canadian Tire Corpora- 
tion, Toronto, to Madoc village 
council members, which was 
received and filed at their 
regular monthly meeting, 
April 30th. This letter was 
prompted by a letter sent from 
our council to Canadian Tire, 
regarding council's wishes to 
know exactly which way Cana- 
dian Tire was going. 

The letter is addressed to the 
Corporation of the Village of 
Madoc, attention Thomas 
Deline. It reads: 

‘In response to your letter of 
February 1, 1991 enquiring 
what Canadian Tire Corpora- 
tion, Limited’s intentions are 
in the Village of Madoc, I 
would like to explain that it has 
been our aim to upgrade and 
expand our presence in this 


area and as you are aware two 
scenarios were being 
reviewed. 


First, the relocation to the 
Highway 7 site. Our studies 
have proven this alternative to 
be more costly than antici- 
atued due to the quality and 
ocation of the land, and the 
associate costs of site services, 
(ie., hydro, sanitary’ and 
water). In addition the cost to 
construct our smallest buildin 
is not supported by project 
sales at this time. We must 
redesign the Canadian Tire 
prototypical layout if we are to 
make this option work. 

The second alternative was 
the relocation to a larger exist- 
ing building in the downtown 
core. This scenario also proved 
to be costly, as well not

A special mom this Mom’s Day

We all think that our moms 
are the greatest, I know my 
mom is. However this story is 
about a different kind of mom; 
a foster mom, 

Micki McLean, is the foster 
mom we will reflect upon this 
Mother’s Day. Together with 
her husband Curtis and their 
two sons, Chad and Brandon, 
the family acts as a foster 
family for kids needing protec- 
tion through the Children’s Aid 
Society (CAS) in Belleville. 

The mandate of the CAS is to 
“serve kids who need protec- 
tion’’ says Sylvia Pearsall 
from CAS. Presently there are 
an estimated 70 foster homes 
in Hastings County which 
provide shelter to approxi- 
mately 148 kids up to the age of 
16.

Micki says this Mother's Day 
she likely won't hear from any 
of the foster children she has 
provided comfort for, howev- 
er, she does think of them often 
and she feels assured when she 
says they probably think of her 
too. 

Micki and Curtis began their 
tenure as foster parents nearly 
three years ago. It all started 
when a friend of their sons, 
was taken into protective 
custody by CAS, Micki relates. 
She says ‘‘the child wanted to 
stay with us, but it was out of 
our hands’’. It was at that time 
Micki decided it just wasn’t 
“good enough to sit at home 
and say ah”. 

“We both love kids” Micki 
says about herself and Curtis, 
“even if we only help one or 
two kids per year, we feel alot 
better about ourselves”. 

The kids that CAS places into 
foster homes come from many 
walks of life, explains Sylvia 
Pearsall. The CAS tries to 
cm, with the children’s 
needs of staying in the same 
community, ‘‘most usually 
attend local schools’’ she says. 
Not all kids placed in foster 
homes are abused either. A 
program called ‘Parent Relief’ 
sponsored by CAS, allows 
parents -and children, time 
apart from each other whether 
it be for a day or weekend. 

As was not the case 20 years 
ago, in today’s society the CAS 
takes great care in matching 


foster families with foster kids. 


“Twenty years ago the kids 
were probably crore on the 
doorstep (of foster homes) and 
left there without any further 
contact’ says Pearsall. ‘It’s 
time to re-educate people 
about the role of the CAS and 
how it deals with foster 
parenting.” 

Micki McLean says she has 
never had any problems with 
any of the foster children who 
have stayed with her family. 
She says CAS has always 
provided her with the option to 
refuse a child (or children), 
and prior to the child's arrival, 
Micki knows nearly everything 
there is to know about he or 
she, before they walk through 
the door. 

Foster. parenting in the 90’s 
means that the foster child is 
not just dumped on the foster 
family’s doorstep. Quite the 
contrary. Both the foster child

foster families have to consist 
of a husband and wife. ‘We 
have quite a few single 
mothers providing foster 
care’’ says Pearsall. 

“We need more adolescent 
(ages 12 to 16) homes’’ says 
Pearsall and ‘‘we always need 
foster parents’’. 

In all it took the McLean 
family five months to be 
approved by the CAS as foster 
parents. When they do provide 
shelter to foster kids, the 
McLean’s receive a monthly 
reimbursement from the agen- 
cy for items like food and 
clothing. The child to remain in 
the McLean household the

If you're a mother, Sunday 
was the day you probably got 
cards and gifts from your 
children, their way of saying 
“thanks”’ for being there. 

Carolanne Pelley of 
Marmora, for instance, is a 

«mother who has been there for 
‘her children - and even if she’s 
not their ‘‘natural’’ mother, 
she's special to them just the 
same. 

_“They’re always apprecia- 

tive,” says Carolanne, 31, a 
foster mother for the Hastings 
County Children’s Aid, based 
in Belleville. *‘There’s always 
bonding and caring that’s gone 
on. 
Carolanne has looked after 
six foster children in the past 
three years, mostly adolescent 
girls with behavioural difficul- 
ties - besides bringing up her 
own three-year-old son, 
James. « 

“She’s our star mother,” 
says Debbie Stockton, a child 
placement resource worker for 
Children’s Aid, who has work- 
ed with Carolanne since she 
became a foster mother. 

Carolanne laughs at the 
description, obviously not 
convinced she’s doing anything 
heroic by taking children into 
her home. : 

But she admits that fostering 


children with special needs 


takes patience and caring. 


“Tt takes a lot of talking and 


listening,” she say. “The kids 
come with 
baggage... sometimes they've 
been pretty messed up. You try 
to make them feel comfortable 
in your home.” 


Consistency key 
Sometimes this bonding 


process can be difficult, 
dependirig on the child, but 


most of the time Carolanne 
oh a positive response from, 


er kids. 

“Some are more. loving and 
caring,’ she explains. * 
for instance, will relate to my 
son, James, and spend ti 
with him. Others don’t pay as 
much attention to him. 

“There’s moments when you 
try and you try, and it doesn’t 
work. Teenagers can be testy. 
It varies a lot from kid to kid.”’ 

Her main rule of thumb in 
dealing with all her kids, 
regardless of their background 
or needs, is, be consistent. 

“You have to let them know 
there are rules and expecta- 
tions,’’ she says, “‘which are 
often different from what 
they’re accustomed to. Some 
have had a lot of responsibility 


in their own homes, others 
have had little responsibility.

Supporting local farmers crucial, MPP tells kids

Maybe he’s had tougher 
audiences - certainly taller 
ones - but the kids at Marmo- 
ra’s Earl Prentice School had 
local MPP Elmer Buchanan on 
his toes last Thursday. 

“They asked good, inquisi- 
tive questions,’ said Bucha- 
nan, who is also Minister of 
Agriculture and Food, after a 
45-minute question and answer 
session with Grades 1-4 
students in the school gym. 
“They asked about the things 
that matter.” 

For example, one of the 
questions (all of which were 
prepared beforehand and read 
out by school principal Don 
Morton) was a very specific 
one asking where the best 
place was to buy Holstein 
milking cows. 

‘That was the toughest ques- 
tion in the whole works,” 
Buchanan said with a laugh, ‘I 
had to think about that one.”’ 

In response, Buchanan 
explained that most such 
purchases are made at auction 
sales, and he said the agricul- 
tural ministry office in Stirling 
can tell you where auctions 
dealing with specific breeds 
are being held. 

Most of the questions were 
less challenging, and pro 
Buchanan’s background and 


present position as MPP and 
cabinet minister. 

He told the students, as 
Minister of Agriculture and 
Food, he has a demanding 
schedule, dealing with issues 
affecting farmers and the food 
manufacturing sector. 


“My days don’t often end 


until 10 or 11 in the night,” he 
said. “‘I have many responsi- 
bilities... 2200 people work 
under me in the ministry.” 

Besides his work as minis- 
ter, Buchanan says he must 
find time for his constituents in 
Hastings-Peterborough. He 
says he tries to set aside 
Friday to visit his constituency 
office, at 29 Forsyth St. in 
Marmora, for discussion with 
residents. 

‘People come to talk to me 
about their problems,” he 
explained, ‘‘such as not pron 
overnment cheques and other 
things. This is a.very busy 
time, the hours are long.”

child care in this area. 


Lack of child care can 
turn into tragic ending 


by: L. J. Jackson 


The Centre Hastings Child 
Care Committee has been look- 
ing at the lack of child care 
services in this area. At a 
recent open meeting held in 
Madoc last week, the Hastings 
County Farm Safety Associa- 
tion gave them more reasons 
why child care services are so 
desperately needed in this 
area 


Every mother in the room 
felt the pain when Ruth McCur- 
dy and Pat Morgan told their 
stories. 

“The hardest thing I had to 
do was to go to the funeral of a 
child of a friend of mine, who 
was killed as a result of a farm 
accident,’’ Ruth McCurdy’s 
eyes still fill with tears and she 
relates other fatalities and 
injuries. ‘‘...a child’s scarf was 
hooked on the gear shift of a 
tractor and she hung herself.” 

‘Most children don’t have to 
play where mom and dad 
works and more women are 
having to work on the farm 
now. There is not enough farm 
help available and there is 
financial concerns,”’ says Ruth 
McCurdy, explaining that 
_dairy farming is very labour 


intensive. ‘‘Child care is hard 
to find. That’s why my children 
are here with me tonight.” 

“I lost my son at 28 years old 
as a result of a farm accident. 
His six year old daughter was 


with him. She still has night- 
mares of her dad being puiled 
into the combine. We had to 
take her to a child physiat- 
rist,"” Pat Morgan, who has 
established child care services 
in Northumberland County, 
related her sad story. ‘‘It was 
caused by a defect in the 
combine.’ 

Pat Morgan told of Northum- 
berland’s experiences in 
pi up child care services 
and the positive effects of a 
resource centre in their area. 
The program she explained 
progressed slowly and was 
added to at an easy natural 


ce. 
‘There is a lot of services we 
could have. We have to decide 
our priorities and we need 
more people to make the 
rocess go,’’ Jan Demoray of 
Committee said that at this 
stage awareness needs to be 
built and new members found. 
“Input would be greatly appre- 
ciated and direction from the 
communities.’’ 
‘Possible directions for the 
pregram development are: 
fore and after school care; 
and toy and equipment lending 
in conjunction with resource 
centres,’’ Community Deve- 
lopment Worker, Mar 
VanderDussen | concluded, 
stressing these are the main, 
but only some, of the 
possibilities.

Who looks after the children

However when you live in 
rural Canada the problem is 
far greater according to a 
recent survey conducted by the 
Federated Women’s Institutes 
of Canada. 

The survey, conducted with 
the assistance of a grant from 
Child Care Initiatives Fund of 
Health and Welfare Canada, 
showed a severe lack of avail- 
able child care in rural areas. 
The Federated Women’s Insti- 
tutes of Ontario, who 
conducted the Ontario survey, 
undertook the project with the 
hope it would assist all levels of 

overnment to draft policy and 
egislation while keeping the 
rural family in mind. 

The survey showed that 
respondents who use child care 
services are generally satis- 
fied with the quality of care 
their children receive but it 
became evident that far more

spaces for rural children are 
needed. The survey reinforced 
the point that the need for rural 
child care fluctuates with the 
seasons with peak demand in 
the four summer: months. 
Many peor would rather look 
after their children themselves 
but economic conditions 
require that the parent work 
outside the home to provide an 
adequate standard of living. 
The report states that rural 
people are accustomed to 
solving their own problems 
and developing low cost, work- 
able solutions.

which stresses solidarity in the 
agricultural industry 


“The farmers. of Ontario 
appreciate your support of an 
orderly marketing system,” 
the caller said, “which in a lot 
of aspects is really similar to 
what many other organizations 
would call a union.” 

The financial needs of all 
Ontario farmers was another 
topic on the phone-in. In 
response to one call, Buchanan 
said the recommendations of 
the recent task force on Farm 
Finances represented a start- 
ing point to relieve the finan- 
cial burden on_ today’s 
farmers, 

“One recommendation was 
to have a short-term interest 
rate relief program,’’ Bucha- 
nan said. “We put $50 million 
into that program before the 
budget. Another was to look at 
a long-term plan for farmers 
so they could borrow money at 
a reasonable rate and know 
what credit was going to cost 
them. We're looking at credit 
unions and other vehicles.”’ 


Cross-border blues 


Buchanan also had a chance 
during the phone-in to reiterate 
a message he's been emphasiz- 
ing in public forum discussion, 
namely the importance of 
buying local produce. 

When a caller noted that 
most people probably don't 


even realize the adverse affect - 


of cross-border shopping on 
employment and _ other 
economic factors in Canada, 


- 


Buchanan couldn't agree 
more 

“We need an education blitz 
on what you're doing when you 
purchase across the border,” 
Buchanan said. ‘‘First of all, 
the farmers, who produce food, 
and the food workers in the 
whole food processing indus- 
try, are all going to suffer in 
the long run.” 


Buchanan also worried 


about the loss of tax dollars- 

when Canadians do their 
shopping in the United States. 
Governments depend on this 
tax revenue to fund agricultur- 
al subsidy programs and 
health care programs, he said, 
adding, ‘“‘Those people who 
shop across the border and 
avoid Canadian taxes still get 
the benefits of our health 
care.” 


MP pleased with move 
toward free voting 


The government's recogni- 
tion that more free voting is 
needed in parliament is a 
positive step, says local MP 
Bill Vankoughnet. 

‘Legislation passage 
should... reflect the mood and 
wishes of the entire House of 
Commons in regard to a parti- 
cular issue, on a non-partisan 
basis,” Vankoughnet says in a 
statement released on May 13, 
when the government's Speech 
from the Throne was read to 
the House of Commons. 

In the Speech, it was pointed 
out that Canadians are losin 
respect for Parliament and 
Parliamentarians, says 
Vankoughnet, MP for 
Hastings-Frontenac Lennox 
and Addington. 

As a result, he’ says the 
government is committed to 
reforms which will change 


rocedures for assessing legis- 
ation, namely by giving MP’s 
an opportunity to vote as they 
choose, rather than having to 
toe the party line. 

Vankoughnet says he has a 
long record of voting in line 
with the feelings of his Eastern 
Ontario Constituents. He has 
voted according to conscience 
on capital punishment, gun 
control, abortion, language 
and Meech Lake, rather than 
with the government, much to 
the displeasure of his caucus 
colleagues. 

“The only free vote would 
have to be by secret ballot,” he 
stated. ‘‘The precedent has 
been set with the secret ballot 
for the election of the Speaker 
of the House of Commons and 
the result was the election of 
the best Speaker I have seen in 
my 12 years in Parliament.”

Working Canadians generate 
the public capital which serves 
as a bank account to finance 
our social support network. 


When it comes to taking money 


from that account, it’s our 
seniors who write by far the 
biggest cheques. 

Our society over the near 
future will see rapid growth in 
the number of seniors, Statis- 
tics Canada figures show. Is 
our social support bank 
account going to wind up 
overdrawn? 

The question cannot be 
answered with certainty. A 
host of totally “unpredictable 
factors play a part. But a few

trends that will affect the 
answer are known 

Members of our baby boom- 
er population bulge, begun in 
the years just after the Second 
World War, will start reaching 
age 65 about the year 2010. By 
the year, 2030, for the first time 
in our history, péople age 65 
and over are expected to 
outnumber those under 15. The 
expectation is that more 
people will be dependent on the 
working portion of our 
population--in general terms 
those persons age 15 to 64-than 
at any time since the height of 
the baby boom in_ the 
mid-1960s. And the social 
support burden this time 
around is likely to be heavier. 

Back in the 1960s, it was the 


youngsters who were drawing 


most heavily on the social bank 
account, tapping it for family 


every 100 people in the prime 
worker category of 15 to 64 
That 47 per 100 is expected to 
rise to 67 per 100 workers by 
the year 2030 and to stay that 
high for another 20 years. 

ocial «benefits have 
increased at a steady pace in 
recent Canadian history. To 
continue such increases, given 
future demographic expecta- 
tions, probably ‘would entail 
heavier ‘tax burdens in the 
years 2005 to 2040. The choice 
that seems to be looming is one 
between increasing tax rates 
or modifying levels of social 
benefits.

going down.

Crusade helps parents of asthmatic 
childrenbreathe much easier 


Asthma is more than just a 
childhood phase. It is a severe, 
chronic disease that affects 
one in 10 children in this 
country each year. 

Each day, approximately 80 
Canadian children are admit- 
ted to hospital for the treat- 
ment of asthma. Parents of 
asthmatic. children often 

*experiencea sense of sadness 
and even guilt that their child 
is burdened with this frustrat- 
ing disease. This burden may 
lead to feelings of helplessness. 

“With a solid management 
program, asthma is a disease 
that can usually be managed

ranville Nickerson, former 
head of pediatrics at Montre- 
al’s Royal Victoria Hospital 
and a noted lecturer on 
pediatric asthma. 

Dr. Nickerson is currently 
touring the country on a 
national, community-based 
“information crusade’ which 
shows parents of children with 
asthma how to cope effectively 
with this disease.

The focus of his information 
seminars with parents is asth- 
ma - prevention--achieved 
through a combined program 
of family education, new forms 
of preventative program is 
sponsored by local lung associ- 
ations, asthma societies and 
Sandoz Pharmaceuticals.

The disease can inhibit a 
child’s ability to breathe; pose 
a threat to a child’s good 
health; disrupt a child’s physi- 
cal development; upset a 
child’s educational, athletic 
and social activities; and 
destroy the quality of life. . .

Still a misunderstood 
disease, the myths of asthma 
include: ‘‘It’s all in your 
head,”’ ‘‘children grow out of 
asthma,’’ and--perhaps the 
most damaging myth-- 
‘asthma oesn't kill 
anymore.”

Dr. Nickerson 
explains that parents should 
learn how to: anticipate ‘“‘trig- 
ger” factors ‘that stimulate an 
asthma attack; minimize the 
child’s exposure to common 
household trigger, such as 
dust, pets, cigarette smoke, 
and other respiratory irrit- 
ants; develop a solid crisis 
management plan; understand 
the benefits and side effects of

son, ‘‘asthma can be controlled 
and managed quite effectively.

on crop insurance was initiated 
by the Ontario Corn Produc- 
ers’ Association and developed 
further by the Ontario Agricul- 
tural Commodity Council.

The Alzheimer sear of 
Canada has approved a finan- 
cial commitment of over 
$600,000 to support Alzheim- 
er disease research this year. 

This is the second year for 
the Society’s national Peer 
Review granting Process, 
which now supports a total 21 
research grants and awards. 
This figure combines awards 
for this year, which includes 10 
rese Grants, two Doctoral 
Awards and one Post Doctoral 
Award and the awards for last 
year that have continuing 
terms. 

Impressed by the quality of 
reserch applications, the Soci- 
ety looked to internationally 
renowned experts to assist in 
the selection process for both 
biomedical and caregiving 
research. By funding these two 
areas the Society is able to 
support research into a cause 
and cure for Alzheimer 


disease, as well as ways of 
improving the quality of life 


for those rsons who are 
currently dealing with the 
disease.

A joint application by three 
area Conservation Authorities 
for the funding, under the 
Ontario Ministry of the Envi- 


reanment’s Rural Beaches 
Program, for $64,000 has been 
approved. , 


A portion of the funding was 
contributed to the program by 
the Bay of Quinte Remedial 
Action Plan “RAP), which has 
a mandate to restore impaired 
water uses in the Bay of Quinte 
area. 

The Moira River Conserva- 
tion Authority, the Napanee 
Region C.A., and the Lower 
Trent C.A. will use the fundin 


to identify sources of bacterial. 


contamination that has led to 
closings in recent summers of 
five rural beaches within their 
jurisdiction. 


Fecal coliforms 


Beach closings are imposed 
by local health units when 
water samples indicate 
concentrations of fecal coli- 
forms greater than the Provin- 
cial Water Quality Objectives 
for recreational swimming. 


- Beach contamination 
to be examined

The loss of recreational swim- 
ming at these locations is 
significant, as suitable local 
alternatives do not exist. The 
Public Advisory Committee to 
the Bay of Quinte RAP has 
recommended a “zero rural 
beach closure’ as one objec- 
tive for water quality restora- . 
tion in the watershed. 

The beaches concerned are: 
Frankford, located in the 
Village. of Frankford on the 
Trent River; Riverside. Park 
on. the Moira River ‘actually 
two beaches - one on each side 
of the Moira); Kingsford and 
Forest Mills Conservation 
Areas on the Salmon River; 
and Newburgh Conservation 
Area on the Napanee River 
(The Riverside Park beaches 
in Belleville were closed for 
the entire summer season in 
1990.) 

The cooperative nature of 
this project among the three 
Conservation Authorities 
demonstrates increasing 
efforts to share limited finan- 
cial resources. It also reflects 
a broader ‘“‘Bay of Quinte 
watershed’ approach among 
area authorities with individu- 
al responsibilities for river 
systems flowing into the bay.

OF AH warns. . 


Native claims 
will affect far 
more than park 


Ontario residents upset at 
the prospect of natives huntin 
and fishing in Algonquin Par 
should be aware that far more 
is at stake than that small part 
of the province, according to 
the Ontario Federation of 
Anglers and Hunters. 

reg ag the Oritario Mini- 
stry of Natural Resources 
decided to allow virtually 
unlimited hunting and fishing 
rights to Algonquin Park for 
members of the Golden Lake 
First Nation. The nativés will 
be allowed to harvest wildlife 


. without facing the usual limits 


spelled out by Onfario’s Game 
and Fish Act. 

Outrage has been expressed 
across North America at the 
ministry's decision, and people 
are just now beginning to 
realize the scope of current 
Ontario native land claims, 
said Rick Morgan, OFAH 
executive vice-president 

In fact, well over half the 
province’s land mass is 
currently being claimed by 
Ontario First Nations, Morgan 
points outn. = 

“Ontarians may not realize 
it yet, but they have a lot at 
stake,” he said. ““The province 
has made it clear that natives 
will be given some exclusive 
resource rights. It’s important 
that everyone sits up and 
starts to pay attention to 
what’s going on at Queen's 
Park.”’ 

Morgan said the OFAH is 
concerned that this emphasis 
on one particular park in just 
one area of the province may 


cover up the fact that the law ‘ 


for native hunting and fishing 
is being relaxed everywhere in 
the province. 

The OFAH has always 
agreed that legitimate aborigi 
nal and treaty rights must be 
recognized, but not at the 
expense of the vast majority ot 
provincial residents, he said 

“Two wrongs will not make a 
right,’ Morgap said. “We 
acknowledge that our First 
Nation members have special 
connections to their lands 
that’s something that OFAH 
members can certainly under 
stand, because they—~share 
similar connections. But 
special rights given to natives 
to enhance those connections 
must reflect the reality of all 
the people of Ontario.’ 

Native leaders have said 
repeatedly that they want 
exclusive resource rights on 
huge tracts of property. It’s 
wossible that Ontarians could 
ose a significant portion of 
their current public resdurces 


Native leaders also want 
natives to be immune from 
current conservatéon laws that 
all non-natives must abide by, 
said Morgan. They say they 
will establish and enforce their 
own conservation rules, some 
of which will be far more lax 
than current legislation -and 
regulations.

Keene - The future, in the form 

of a solar heated and naturally 

ventilated barn, has certainly 

arrived at Keendale Farms 

just east of the village of 
eene. 

The 140 ft. by 40 ft. building, 
constructed by Guy Gosselin 
and his X-Ner Inc. 
and Serpe Company o 
Madoc, is the first of its kind in 
Peterborough County and it 
receives high marks from 
owner Bryon Nelson of 
Keendale. 

(Mr. Nelson operates a 400 
acre farm (with 300 workable 
acres) which includes 50 milk- 
ing cows with a 140 head total 
all the time. They grow all 
their own crops). 

The unique structure was 
built to replace a two-storey 
barn that burnt down in Janu- 
ary and there was never any 
doubt in Mr. Nelson’s mind 
what sort of barn would 
succeed the one destroyed by 
fire. 

“Tl had seen three or four 
barns like it on bus trips in the 

ast,’ Mr. Nelson explained 
ast week. 

There was no decision about 
what kind to build after the 
fire, he said. 

“I knew what kind of build- 

ing I wanted.” 
_ “The secret of this kind of 
building is that it is always 
nice and dry inside,’ says Mr. 
Gosselin during a Wednesday 
morning visit to Keendale. 
“The animals are kept nice 
and dry, they = their weight 
back and are healthier.”’ 


Natural ventilation 


“This. is 75 per cent better 
than any other pe of build- 
ing...it is a totally different 
environment.” 

The front of the building 
slopes at an angle that allows it 
to capture the maximum 
amount of noontime sunlight in 
the winter which is then 
reflected to the back wall 
inside the barn. The natural

(incorruptible) ceiling for 
reflecting heat and insulating

flow of air. 

Mr. Gosselin explained that 
there is a sensor system that 
takes temperature and humidi- 
ty readings every five minutes 
and helps adjust the barn’s 
internal temperature by clos- 
ing or opening (two inches at a 


time) ‘a special curtain that 


ranges along the full southside 
exterior of the building. 

There are also five vents on 
the northside of the building to 
allow cold air in the summer, 
he said. 

“The temperature will stay 
the same inside because of the 
eurtain,’’ Mr. Gosselin said. 

There is still enough air 
coming through to give the 
proper ventilation and all the 
“vicious air’’ is sucked out, he 
said. 

“It’s all open with pure air 
movement...the chimney 
effect creates its own little 
breeze.”’ 

The air is always fresh and 
there are no drafts whatsoev- 
er, Mr. Nelson adds. 

There is also no noticeable 
ammonia smell, so prevalent 
in regular barns. 

*‘Ammonia is lighter than air 
and just doesn’t stay in the 
building to start with,’’ Mr. 
Nelson explains. 

Visiting Keendale with Mr. 
Gosselin was George Wood of 
Woods Farm Automation in 
Keene, the company responsi- 
ble for installing and adapting 
the stabling equipment to fit 
the design of Mr. Nelson’s 
barn. 

He, too, was ededeeorat d 
impressed with how muc 
“brighter” this barn was. 

“The air is always clean in 
here,’’ he said. “‘It is amazing 
how good the air is.”’

Quality forages 
big dairy saving

Most dairymen would ag 
that the secret to higher 
production and lower costs in 
dairy farming lies in harvest- 
ga rere forages. 

ith feed costs constitutin 

over 50 per cent of the to 
cash costs of a typical dairy 
operation, savings here can 
pay big dividends. While qual- 
ity forage may be de ined 
differently by different people, 
it generally means a forage 
that is high in digestible 
protein and low in fibre. 

All farmers grow high qual- 
ity forages—many are not able 
to harvest to maintain this

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quality. Timing is the impor- 
tant factor-early cut hay is 
nearly always higher in 
protein and more digestible 
than later cut. 

Crude protein in the very 
young forage plant will range 
as high as 24 or 25 cent, but 
will drop rapidly about a quar- 
ter per cent per day to around 
12 per cent or less as the plant 
matures. 

The fibre content increases 
as the plant matures and as 
protein drops. There are a 
number of tests used to 
measure fibre. One of the most 
common is the Acid Detergent 
Fibre Content which would 
normally run between 28 and 
40 per cent for most good, 
quality forages. . 

To retain this quality, hay 
must be cut early and stored in

Cont’d from page 5A 
has outfitted one ‘‘in this 
style.’ The Keendale barn 
includes, among other things, 
custom gates with headloc 
on each individual pen. 

The pens are designed so 
different sizes of cattle can be 
placed in different sized pens. 
The regular pens (14 ft. wide) 
are designed to house seven 
cows at once while the calf 
pens are narrower and smaller 
(10 ft. wide) and can take more 
animals. 

The head rails come in three 
different sizes. 

When Mr. Nelson wants to 
clean out the barn the back 
door can be flipped up and the 
gates opened. 

The whole barn, with its 48 
head of cattle, can be cleaned 
in 45 minutes, Mr. Nelson says. 
Feeding and bedding the 
animals takes about one hour. 

There is a delivery system 
that supplies grain from the 
main barn and silage is trans- 
ported along a conveyor 
system and placed in front of 
the cattle. There is room 
between the south wall and the 
front of the pens for a tractor to 
carry a round bale of hay. 

“T give them a big round bale 
of hay at night and a ie of 

ain,” he said, ‘‘and silage in 
the morning.” 

There is no labour to feeding 
at all, he added. 

The main (or outstanding) 
features of the barn, Mr. 
Nelson says, are the handling 
of the cattle and the sunshine. 

“It takes just one guy (and 
all the kids) to handle the 
cattle.” 

Mr. Nelson also discussed 
rast energy-efficiency of the 


rm. ; 
There is no need for having 
fans with the natural ventila- 


tion system, he said, adding. 


that his old barn had five fans 
that ran all the time with two 
more ‘kicking in’’ during the 
hot weather. 

With-fans the temperatures 
are tole fe up or down, he said. 

. Asmailer calf barn also had 
a heater which had to be used 
to warm the building in the 
winter. 

Mr. Nelson says he will be 
quite happy if the temperature 
remains between 45-50 degrees 
Farenheit in the winter. 

“The curtain will keep it at 
that.’’

All the water in Mr. Nelson’s 
barn is also designed for 
winter. 

“IT imagine there will be 
quite a saving in the hydro 
bill,” Mr. Nelson said. 

Mr. Nelson’s cattle have only 
been back at the farm for four 
weeks ~ 40 head were farmed 
out to neighbours after the fire 
— so it is still too early to tell 
what effect this barn will have 
on the animals. 

“They were a little bit nerv- 
ous when they came back,”’ he 
said, ‘‘and they have just had 
their horns removed but I 
expect they are going to be 
quiet.” 

Mr. Nelson, in his quiet way, 
lett his neighbours for 

elping out and supplying the 
animals with hay while looking 
after them. 

He also says that wey 
body seems pretty well 
impressed with this system.” 

“I imagine we’ll have a fair 
number of visitors.” 


While this is the first barn of | 


its kind in Peterborough Coun- 
ty, Mr. Gosselin - who has 
been in construction all his life 
and this particular business for 
10 years — is a busy’’ and 
fielding a lot of inquiries. 

“We build a lot of horse 
barns and riding arenas,”’ he 
explained. ‘There is a good 
market for us north of Toronto. 

“We can build any size build- 
ing, big of small,” he said, 
‘and will adapt the building 
with the needs of the farmer in 
mind.”’ 

Talking again about Mr. 
Nelson’s barn, Mr. Gosselin 

inted out that the ‘“‘shape of 

building is not new.” 

“It has been adapted to the 
market and a lot of things have 
been changed inside. 

“We have really made an 
effort to produce a building 
that makes it easier for the 
farmer to feed his animals and 
clean the barn.” 

Things have come a long 
way in the last 10 years to 
improve buildings and it pays 
off in healthier animals, he 
said. 

“It makes it so much easier 
to farm,” Mr. Gosselin went 
on. “There is less time spent on 
feeding and cleaning and more 
time spent with their cattle.”

‘Total dairy marketing 
continues to decrease | 


Total milk marketings to the 
Board were down 1.2 per cent 
in March 1991 compared to 


March 1990. This was the second 


consecutive month during 
which total marketings have 
been lower 4nd continues the 
trend: started last fall. Total 
marketings, compared to the 
same month last year, were 
1.9, —0.7 and -0.5 per cent inD 
December, January and 
February, respectively. 

It is expected that total 
marketings will continue to 
show bigger comparative 
declines between now and the 
end of the dairy year. 
Producerrs will be adjusting 
production towards the end of 
the. dairy year and compari- 
sons in May, June and July will 
be to months last year when 
production was on the upswing 
and we were ‘‘concerned”’ 
about filling provincial MSQ. 

riers provincial MSQ is 
definitely not a problem this 
year. The only question 
remaining is how much over- 
production there will be. 

As a province, we continue to 
wrestle with the ‘two-year 
cycle.’ If producers cut back 
dramatically at the end of this 
dairy year, to bring production 
in line with quota, it creates 
two problems. First, when 
coupled with a potential cut in 
MSQ, this situation could make 
for a tight supply next fall. 
Second, the cycle would be in 
place for another two years. 

It is expected that total 
marketings will go down by an 
aversg- of four to five per cent 
over the remaining months of 
the dairy year. If that mater- 
ializes, provincial MSQ utiliza- 
tion would end up between 
102.5 and 103.0 per cent. This is 
not bad compared to the 
outiook several months ago.

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However, with growing exter- 


nal pressures on the system 
and the difficulty of disposin 

of butter stocks, that level o 
production abpve allotted MSQ 
will not be seen by some as 
effective management of the 
system. 

At the individual level, 
producers have been advised 
to attempt to bring prodiiction 
into line with their quota hold- 


ings. As has been noted previ- 


ously in this bulletin, the pros- 
pects for over-quota levey 
refunds above those available 
under the 1990-91 seasonality 
program are minimal, if not 
non-existent. This is not a year 
for producers to gamble on the 
expectation that over-quota 
levy refunds will be higher 
than indicated through the 
year. 


MSQ Utilization 

Last month, year-end 
provincial MSQ utilization was 

rojected to be 106.5 per cent. 

his month's projected figure 
is 104.5 per cent. The decrease 
reflects a number of changes, 
including improved fluid sales 
and lower total marketings. 
This month’s projection is 
based on the following factors 
and assumptions: 

* total marketings compared 
to the same month last year 
will be 1.2 per cent lower for 
the April-to-July period; 

* fluid sales will be 1.0 per 
cent higher for the 1990-91 
diary year compared to 
1989-90; 

* the provincial average 
butterfat test will be 0.02 kgh 
higher during the last four 


months of the current dairy: 


year; 

* cream producers will fill 
90.0 per cent of their share of 
provincial MSQ. 


For Ontario to produce 100 
per cent of its MSQ this dairy 
ear, total marketings would 
have to decline an average of 
eight per cent for each of the 
remaining months. More 
realistically, it might be 
expected that marketings will 
decline between three and five 
r cent over that period. 
hould that materialize, 
provincial MSQ utilization will 
end up between 102.5 and 103.5 
per cent. 

The factors upon which thesé 
projections are made can 
change. Fluid sales have been 
performing well in recent 
months and on a dairy year-to- 
date basis are up 1.0 per cent. 
Cream producers’ MSQ utiliza- 
tion has been factored in at 90 
per cent but that is probably at 
the high end of what can be 
expected.

Shipments Within-MSQ by 
Ontario milk producers in 
March, 1991 were 103.7 million 
litres, 2.6 per cent lower in 
terms of butterfat than in: 
March, 1990. Shipments within 
MSQ including cream during 
the first eight months of the 
1990/91 dairy year were 1.7 = 
cent greater in terms of butter- 
fat than during the correspond- 
ing period a year ago.

For dairymen who do not 
keep detailed production or 
serge r S, now is a 
pore fime to ‘check on your 
erd production and efficiency 
while the’ 1990 income tax 
figures are fresh in mind. 

One check is to take the 
gross milk sales as reported on 
the tax return including 
subsidy before transportation 
or other deductions and divide 
this by the average number of 
cows in the herd. 

The average number of cows 


’ should include all .mature 


animals - both milking and 
dry. This will give the dollar 
milk sales per cow - a good 
uide unless a lot of milk is 
ing diverted to calves. For 
most dairymen, this figure 
should be in the $3,200-$3,600 
range per head. In general, the 
higher the figure, the better. 
hile it may cost more to get 
higher production, under most 
dairy situations, the extra 
costs are more than compen- 
sated for by extra returns. If 
your figures are below $3,200 
per cow, it is time to look at the 
production end of your opera- 
tion, It probably means that 
production per cow is less than 
average unless a lot of milk is 
being diverted to calves or a 
higher proportion goes into the 
No. 2 market. 

Milk sales in litres per cow 
are also fairly easy to deter- 
mine. Simply add up the milk 
shipment as reported on the 
statement to coincide with the

Once the number of 
hectolitres sold has been deter- 
mined, there are a number of 
quick checks which are very 
easy to do. To determine the 
returns per hectolitre of milk 
sales, simply divide the year’s 
total shipments, as determined 
from the milk statement, into 
the gross milk sales as 
reported on the tax form. 


Again, these should include 
milk subsidy. Milk returns per 
hectolitre should be in the 
range of $52-$54. Higher 
returns will indicate a higher 
than average butterfat test 
and/or a high percentage of No. 
1 milk shipments. With feed 
costs the single biggest 
expense on most dairy farms,

The efficient, well-organized 
Ontario dairy industry of today 
is a far cry from that of 1965. 
when the word ‘‘chaotic’’ was 
the most common description 
of marketing conditions at that 
time. Producer returns varied 
widely across the province, 
industrial . milk shippers 
suffered from low returns and 
the little hope of entering the 
more lucrative fluid market, 


and transporter routes over-, 


lapped in a most inefficient 
pi Many key government 
officials and industry leaders 
knew that change must come. 

It did that year when then 
Agriculture Minister William 
Stewart introduced legislation 
to. create the Ontario Milk 
Marketing Board. He had 
followed up quickly on the 
conclusions of the Hennessey 
Committee that had recom- 
mended creation of a single 
milk producers’ pool to replace 
organizations representin 
fluid milk, concentrated mil 
,and cheese producers. 

Mr. Stewart appointed 
members of the first Board, 
including its chairman, George 
McLaughlin, a fluid milk ship- 

er from Beaverton. They 
aced an enormous task. 
Although legislation had 
granted the Board sweeping 
powers to market and set 
prices for all milk sold in the 
province, it first had to create 
policies that would accomplish 
this job. 

Among its early tasks was 
setting uniform fluid milk 

rices for the province, and 
ater securing a price increase 
for producers. The Board 
successfully established 
pooled pricing for fluid ship- 
‘eae by 1968, starting with the 

orthern Pool. Also during this 
era, it brought in graduated 
entry. This program made 
fluid quota available through 
the Board to make it easier for 
industrial milk shippers to 
share in the higher priced fluid 
market. 

In the late 1960s, milk trans- 
port rationalization, another 
major policy initiative, began 
to put an end to costly duplica- 
tion and overlapping of trans- 
porter routes. Completion of

As 
well, the Board pooled produc- 
er transportation charges, 
ei cetaeans Eatin county pools. 
Pooling ame more equit- 
able with the establishment of 
five pools in the province and 
compensation of transporters 
according to a formula. , 
’ Sights were next set on crea- 
tion of a Group 2 pool for 
industrial milk shippers. The 
Board reached this goal and 
began ifn all milk in 
Ontario on behalf of producers 
on April 1, 1970. The industrial 
milk plan included milk supply 
allocation and classified pric- 
ing for processors, aecording 
to the products they made. 
Ontario producers also 
supported a movement at the 
national level to create a 
system of market sharing 
aoe (MSQ) for all of Canada. 
ntario and Quebec, which 
together marketed 80 per cent 
of Canada’s industrial milk, 
signed an agreement to create 
a national milk plan in early 
1971. All other provinces, 
except Newfoundland, eventu- 
ally joined as well. Still, all 
was not well with industrial 
milk. Production declined’ in 
the face of poor returns, and 
Canada actually had to import 
butter to meet domestic 
requirements. 

e Board heavily supported 
efforts by Dairy Farmers of 
Canada (DFC) to convince the 
federal ; gated eee to price 
industrial milk by means of a 
target returns formula. By 
1975, then federal Agriculture 
Minister Eugene Whelan 
announced a new five-year 
dairy policy that included such 
a pricing mechanism. 

e same year, the quality 
payment program encouraged 
shipping of high-quality raw

As 1977 began, change was in 
the wind. After serving produc- 
ers for 11 years, George 
McLaughlin stepped down as 
Board Chairman. Succeeding 
him was Ken McKinnon of Port 
Elgin, and Grant Smith of 
Burgessville was elected new 
Vice-Chairman. The same 
year, a new era began as 
producers shipping milk in 
cans were gives until October 
31 to install bulk tanks, convert 
to cream production or leave 
the industry. Ontario produc- 
ers also saw their milk cheques 
shrink by 25 cents per hundred- 
weight as the Canadian Dairy 
Commission got the right to 
collect the so-called ‘‘skim-off 
levy”, to which the Board 
vigourously, but unsuccessful- 
ly, objected. 

Producers adjusted to 
another new pares in 1978 
when the end of the dairy or 
was changed to July 31 from 
March 31.

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Family dairy farm endures 
high-tech competition 


by John McPhee 


You won't see fancy compu 
ter monitoring systems or 
automatic feeding belts at the 
Brownson’s dairy farm, but 
you will find cows with their 
own names and a father work- 
ing alongside his son. 

t's a fast-disappearing 
scene, and Doug Brownson is 
the first to admit it. 

“It’s not easy to find family 
farms these days,’’ says 
Brownson, who has operated 
the farm in RR4 Marmora 
since 1966. ‘‘It’s tough to stay 
in business (for small opera- 
tions) especially with free 
trade.” 

Brownson, 52, says smaller 
farms like his operation - with 
29 milking cows - must always 
be looking for ways to improve 
in order to survive against 
intense competition from the 
United States. 

“They can produce milk a lot 
cheaper down there,’’ he says. 
“You've got to be more effi- 
cient to stay in business.” 

The Brownsons cut costs and 
increase efficiency by growing 
their own feed and keeping a 
sharp eye on the production of 
each of their cows. 

‘**You have to watch for cows 
that aren’t milking (up to 
standard) ,’’ Brownson says. 


High expansion costs 


Other than these trimming 
the operation to its highest 
efficiency level, Brownson 
says he isn’t planning any 
major moves to increase 
edness at his farm. The 

rownsons now produce about 
175,000 litres of milk annually, 
after they expanded the opera- 
tion by 10 cows three years 
ago. Any further expansion 
wouldn’t be practical, he 


says. : 

“I’ve thought of ee erigtn 
again,” he explains, ‘but the 
cost of an addition to the barn 
would be about $70,000. We 
would also have to start hiring 
outside the family and that 
also adds to operation’s cost 
because you have to pay bene- 
fits and so on.”’

Although Brownson says 
he’s enjoyed his 25 years in 
farming, he figures it won’t be 
long before he retires. 

“It’s given us a living, and 
has kept all our kids going, it’s 
given them jobs in the 
summer,” he says, “‘but in 
about six or eight years, I hope 
to get out of it.”’ 

owever, he adds that the 
Brownson name will probably 
still be connected to the farm. 

“Jim is thinking of it, he 
wants the farm,’” Brownson 
says with a smile, obviously 
pleased at the thought the farm 
will stay in the family. He 
believes the disappearance of 
the family farm is not only an 
economic problem, but a 
cultural loss as well. 

“I'd like to see the family 
farm (survive) myself,’ he 
says. ‘‘I see it as the backbone 
of the country. But it looks like 
we might be pushed out.” 


Right now, Brownson is 
helped by his son Jim, 21, and 
his wife Anne, along with their 
three other children during the 
summertime. It’s a labour 
intensive operation because 
they use what Brownson calls 
the ‘‘old-fashioned”’ milk buck- 
et process. Several short hoses 
extend from the vacuum- 
sealed bucket, .which are 
attached to the udders. The 
milk is extracted automatical- 
ly as it displaces the air in the 
bucket, which, when full, is 
then carried into an Ss 
storage cylinder r an 
emptied into the cylinder. 
“It’s a lot of walking, it can be 
hard on the back too,’’ Brown- 
son says of the bucket method, 
but says the new “‘pipeline”’ 
process - an automated system 
which pipes milk from the cow 
directly into the storage cylin- 
der - would cost about $10,000 
to install. 

The milk is stored until the 
Brownson’s distributer, Sher- 
win Ltd., arrives to carry it to 
market, which is mainly the

Quota values remained a 
concern within and without the 
industry. But a 1979 study 


authored by University of 


Guelph economists S.H. Lane 
and M.A. MacGregor advo- 
cated that quotas trade freely 
among: producers. They 
concluded that more efficient 
hpatirdy would. buy quota 
rom those who were less 
efficient. The Board went on to 
devise the quota exchange that 
has haa successfully 
since:1980. . 
The Board next turned its 
attention to further improving 
milk quality. In 1981, a single 
milk quality standard was 
established, meaning that fluid 
and industrial milk had to 
meet the. same stringent 
requirements. Among the 
direct benefits to producers 
was lower transportation costs 
since the same road tankers 
could now pick up all milk. 
Before, fluid and industrial 
milk was transported 
separately. 

e same year, with Board 
backing, the Ontario Dairy 
Herd Improvement Corpora- 
tion was set up. The new 
producer-run organization 
took over milk recording from 
the province, and eventually 
Record of Performance in 
Ontario from the federal 
government.

In 1982, the Udder 
Health Program was estab- 
lished to provide producers 
with the services of trained 
specialists to advise them. The 
Board reinforced its quality 
message in 1989 with a logged 
proetsen for producers wit 
igh SCCs. 

echnical advances 
continued during the 1980s. The 
new Central Testing Laborat- 
ory in Guelph, complete with 
state-of-the-art equipment, 
started fresh milk testing in 
March 1985. Four samples for 
each producer were submitted 
to the lab each month and 
analyzed for content of butter- 
fat, protein, lactose and solids- 
not-fat. Samples also were 
tested for bacteria and somatic 
cell counts, and for presence of 
inhibitors. 

The Canadian Dairy 
Commission got a new Vice- 
Chairman in 1986 when. Ken 
McKinnon accepted the 
appointment and resigned as 
Board Chairman. The Board 
elected Grant Smith as new 
Chairman and John Core as 
Vice-Chairman. 


Trade Challenge 
Trade became the biggest 


_challenge to confront industry 


during the latter ry of the 
1980s and ealry 1990s, begin- 
‘ning with negotiations on the 
Canada-U.S. Trade Agree- 
ment. At the Board’s 1987 
annual meeting, Mr. Smith 
said delegates should tell their 
MPs that they would not 
tolerate supply management 
being traded away. The feder- 
al government got the mesage 
and excluded the dairy indus- 
try from the final agreement. 
Some nervousness lingered, 
however, despite yogurt and 
ice cream being protected 
from imports by ing sre 
on the import control list in 
January 1988 by then Agricul- 
ture Minister John Wise. After 


effective lobbying, producers 
also got new industrial milk 
pricing that would index 
returns using _ cost-of- 
production data from the 
previous year. The target 
return would be revised on 
August 1 and February 1 each 
year if the formula indicated a 
change of two per cent or 
more. : 

By 1989, the international 
trade issue had become fore- 
most in the minds of most 
roducers. The Board and 
Hairy Farmers of Canada 
started to put heavy lobbying 
pressure on the federal gevern- 
ment to ensure that clarifica- 
tion and strengthening of Arti- 
cle X1 became part of the 
Canadian negotiating stance. 
The issue became even more 
important after a GATT 
tribunal, responding to a U.S. 
complaint, ruled against Cana- 
da’s addition of yogurt and ice 
cream to its import control list. 
The same year, Agriculture 
Minister Don Mazankowski

in the smallest areas such as 
city neighborhoods or farming 


communities. It collects infor- - 


mation that is not available 
from other sources. 


WHEN? 
Census forms will be 
off at each household 


' starting the last week of May. 


On Tuesday, June 4, someone 
from each household will fill in 
the questionnaire ‘and mail it 
back to Statistics Canada. For 
people living in the Far North 
and Labrador, Census day will 
be held earlier in order to 
count the communities before 
they disband for the summer. 


WHERE? 
-.Everywhere. The Census is 
held across Canada in every 
village, town and city. If you 
haven’t received a Census 
Questionnaire by June 1, call 
the Telephone Assistance 
Service number for your area. 
WHY? 

The Census is required by 
law. The information it collects 
is needed to determine the 
number of seats in Parliament. 
But others use Census results, 
too. Businesses use Census

“Once heartworm disease is 
in the canine population, which 
includes wolves and foxes, it 
becomes a continual source 
that can be cacried and 
on to pets, Dr. Hardacre 
explains that the disease is a 
result of parasitic worms, 
spread by mosquitoes. 

The parasitic worms in the 
right side of the dog’s heart 
and adjacent arteries repro- 
duce sexually producing 
microfilarin, tiny worms,

This medication could be 
harmful to a dog with the 
disease.
